Statistics of Births, Marriages and Deaths registered for the twelve months 
ended 31st December, 1960, published as the first part of this Bulletin are followed 
by more detailed tables indicating trends in numbers and rates of births, marriages, 
deaths and infant deaths registered during each of the last available 5 years, and 
showing causes of deaths and of infant deaths for Similar periods. Table 2 compares 
births occurring with births registered in each of the years 1956 to 1960 and shows 
in addition masculinity of births registered.

Birth, marriage, and total death rates are calculated per 1,000 of mean 
population, and the infant death rate per 1,000 of live births registered. 


These rates are calculated on the number of registrations and show somewhat 
different fluctuations from those which would result from calculations based on the 
number of occurrences, particularly in the case of Infant Death Rates.

The 17,306 births registered in 1950 was the highest number recorded to that 
time, but in each of the next succeeding ten years a now record has been 
established. The number of births registered during 1960 totalled 20,966. 


A period of 42 days after birth is permitted for registrations; the number 
of births registered in a year therefore usually differs from the number of births 
actually occurring during that year. In 1960 births registered wore 20,966, 
while the number of births which occurred during the year is estimated to be 21,100. 


The masculinity ratio, i.c. the ratio of male births to female births, does 
not as a rule vary greatly from year to year. The 1960 figure of 105.43, however, 
was rather higher+han the1959 figure of 102.77, which was unusually lew, being 
the lowest recorded since 1936 when the ratio was 102.43.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages registered during 1960 totalled 6,607, of which 708 were 
performed by Registration Officers; the record number in this State was 8,129 


with a rate of 13.34 in 1942 and the lowest number in recent years was ‘3s 324 with 
a rate of 8.48 in 1945. 


The mean age at time of marriage of bachelors and spinsters decreased slightly 
in the immediate post-war years and then remained at a fairly stable level at 
approximately 26.7 years for bachelors and 23.7 years for spinsters until 1955. 
During the last five years there has been a definite downward trend in the average 
age at marriage of single persons.

A total of 7,804 deaths were registered during 1960, the second highest 
number on record, the highest being 7,943 registered during the previous year. 
The death rate continued tho downward trend which began in 1956 and reached a new 
record low of 8.26, the previous lowest rate being 8.44 in 1933, 


Infant deaths registered during 1960 totalled 397. The resultant infant 
mortality rate of 18.94 was the lowest rate so far recorded, the previous lowest 


being 19,88 in 1956.

CAUSES OF DEATHS 


The numbers of persons dying from certain causes are shown in the following table, 
which compares the figures for the years 1955 to 1959; particulars of causes of deaths 


of all persons are not yet available for 1960. 


However, details of the principal 


causes of infant deaths are available for 1960, and these are shown in Table 6 together 
with comparable figures for each of the previous four years.
